Antioch News want-ads bring some 
excellent results . . . but it took some 
real digging, instead, to recover "Skip- 
py," who belongs to Mr. and Mrs. II. 
Jl. Whittemore of Xew Orleans, La., 
and whose loss was noted in the Au- 
gust 2V issue of the XKWS. 

Skippy, a valued pedigreed animal 
and a family pet, was lost during a 
visit the Whittemores were making 
with Mrs. Whittemore's parents, Mr. 
and Mrs. Elmer D. Bray of Buena 
Park, Lake Villa. 

During the course of the seven days 
and six nights that he was missing, 
the Whittemores the Brays and their 
neighbors had fancied they occasion- 
ally heard a dog whining; Although 
they believed the dog they heard was 
one belonging to people who lived 
nearby, they were nevertheless greatly 
distressed, for it reminded them of the 
lost Skippy. 

On Friday when a neighbor, Mrs. 
Grace Kllisou. was standing in her 
yard she heard a muffled -barking that 
seemed to come from the ground be- 
neath her. 

Remembering the lost dog, she 
called it- owners and willing volun- 
teer- set to work digging down to a 
10-inch drain pipe four feet beneath 
the surface. A hole was broken in the 
ftpipc a short distance in front of where 
-Skippy was supposed to be. The dog, 
■which could be glimpsed crouching in 
the cramped con tines of the pipe, man- 
aged to drag himself forward until lie 
could struggle out of the pipe and 
jump up to ground level. 

Mis first acts were to walk around, 
stretching his cramped,. muscles, and 
then to amble over to a bowl of milk 
that had been placed in readiness for 
him. 

Investigation showed that after en- 
tering the pipe, into which he had 
probably pursued some small animal, 
he had edged his way around an angle 
or bend, and was apparently unable to 
•back out again. A light rain that fell 
during the time that he was impris- 
oned is believed to have saved his life 
by furnishing him with drinking water, 
while withholding a flow that would 
have been heavy enough to have 
drowned him. 

While Skippy, who normally weighs 
around 12 or 14 pounds, had grown 
very thin and was also suffering from 
a bad cut on his throat! he was pro- 
nounced little the worse for his ex- 
perience by Dr. G. W. Jensen, veter- 
inarian to whom he was taken for ex- 
amination after his rescue. 

The Whittemores took him with 
them when they left on their return 
trip to Xew Orleans Monday.

Illinois Thought of 

Taxing the Bachelor 

How old is a bachelor and what 
makes him a bachelor? 

One Illinois legislator had definite 
views on these questions when he in- 
troduced a bill March 22, 1895, impos- 
ing a $25 poll tax on bachelors. 

The proposed measure held that "all 
male persons of the age of 32 years or 
over . . . who are single and never 
have married" were liable under this 
law. accordii*g to an account noted 
by the Illinois Writers' Project, \V. P. 
A. Bachelors 60 years or over, those 
convicted of a felony and the physical- 
ly unfit, were specifically exempted. 
The bill provided that a bachelor could 
escape the tax if he proved he had 
proposed marriage to a female of mar- 
riageable age at least three times upon 
different occasions and had been re- 
fused each time.

The Antioch men had been dragging 
for the body since- the accident occur- 
red. The Kenosha coast guard assisted 
Tuesday afternoon and Wednesday 
morning, The Kenosha Rescue squad 
had arrived yesterday noon and was 
about- to start dragging operations 
also in cooperation with the others, 
when the body war- recovered. 

Wisbarth was one of a party of 
five riding in a motorboat piloted by 
Mrs. Walter Schaub of Chicago. As 
the boat made a sudden turn, Mrs. 
Irene IJarrctt of Wilmette were hurled 
into the water. 

^ They were saved by Edward 
Celetoris, 22, of Cicero, who was vaca- 
tioning at the R. C. Jepson .home on 
Lake Marie and was in a sailboat near- 
by. Celetoris leaped into the water and 
aided Mrs. Loose, who was clinging 
to her child, to stay afloat and also 
managed to seize Mis* Barrett by the 
hair. Aided by Mrs. Schaub. who* shut 
off the motor of the boat and plunged 
into the water to aid the others, he 
managed to keep them afloat until 
they could be picked up by a boat and 
taken ashore, where the Antioch Res- 
cue squad „was called to .give them 
first aid. 

> It was then noticed for the first 
time that Wisbarth, whom other mem- 
bers of the party had thought they had 
last observed to be endeavoring to 
maneuver the motorboat into a better 
position to aid in the rescue, was mis- 
sing, and the search for him was start- 
ed immediately.

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Law on the Farm

Facts and Fallacies about Farm 

Leases 
t Many farm landlords and tenants 
sign their, leases for another year 
around the last of August. Questions 
frequently arise as to the legal steps 
necessary to the validity of such leases. 
The following are essential: 

1. The date the term is to begin 
and end. 

2. The amount of the rent. 

3. Signatures of the lessor and 
lessee. 

4. An adequate: description of the 
land. 

5. Language showing that the in- 
strument is intended to transfer pos- 
session and use of the land to the 
tenant for agricultural purposes. 

The following arc not essential, but 
arc desirable: 

1. A clause providing for renewal 
of the lease or continuing it automat- 
ically in the absence of notice. 

2. Designation of the place where 
rent will be paid. 

3. A legal description of the land. 

4. General agreement as to crop- 
ping plans. 

5. Specification of a notice period. 

6. A clear statement of the con- 
tributions of each party to the enter- 
prise, including division of seed and 
harvesting expense, .hauling of ma- 
terials, furnishing of skilled labor, and 
other items. 

7. A provision for reimbursing the 
tenant for unexhausted improvements 
made by him in case he moves before 
getting full benefit from them. 

The following are unnecessary, but 
may be included if the parties desire: 

1. Recordation of the lease. 

2. Sealing. 

3. Acknowledgement. 

4. Attestation. 

5. Notarization. 

6. Filing. 

7. The signatures of witnesses. 

8. A clause prohibiting assignment 
or subleasing without the consent of 
the lessor. There are cases in which 
it may be desirable to include this pro- 
vision. 

A landlord has been held to have the 
following rights with respect to a 
rented farm, unless these rights have 
been altered by a written lease: 

1. To sell it subject to the oral or 
written lease. 

2. To make needed ^ airs. 

3. To prevent the tenant or others 
from injuring or removing the land, 
buildings or other improvements, 

4. To come on the land for neces- 
sary inspection, repair work or con- 
struction, to collect rents and to de- 
liver notices to the tenant. 

5. To sue persons injuring the real 
estate. 

(>. To prevent the removal of ma- 
nure from the farm. 

7. To sue for damage to tile lines 
or fences. 

8.^ To make a neighboring owner 
repair his portions of a division fence. 

9. To protect his title by any legal- 
ly recognized means. 

Unless otherwise specified in the 
lease, a landlord docs not have the 
following rights with respect to rent- 
ed farm land: 

1. To make daily visits to see how 
the tenant is getting along. 

2. To sue trespassers (unless they 
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are injruiug the real estate). 

3. To go hunting on the land. 

4. To put out a truck patch. 

5. To keep his riding horse in the 
barn. 

6. To take roasting ears from the 
cornfield or sue for damages to crops. 
('According to law, crops belong to the 
tenant until divided.) 

Lease forms recommended by the 
College of Agriculture contain desir- 
able provision., which should be in- 
cluded in farm leases. These forms 
may be procured by writing to the De- 
partment of Agricultural Economics, 
College of Agriculture, Urbana, III. 



First House by Architect
